in a radio address here. a 

He said tomatoes in south Geor- 
gia were now selling at low prices 
because “shiploads of tomatoes are’ 
being sent here from foreign coun- | 
tries, where 20 cents per day is 
high wages, people live in grass 
houses and the standard of living | 
in no way compares.” 

Calls for Tariffs. | 

He said Mexican farmers could | 
buy farm implements at one-half. 
the cost to American farmers, ship 
ripe tomatoes to New Orleans and 
“completely stifle and kill the to- 
mato market for the American 
farmers.” 

Talmadge urged protective tar- 
iffs on jute, vegetable oils, marine 
oils, meat and dairy products, cot- 
ton and cottonseed oil, tapioca, 
and sago flour. 

“The south has always thought 
she was against the tariff, but 
every time we went into the mar- 
ket to buy machinery, or any kind 
of merchandise, we bought it in 
a market where it was protected 
by a tariff.” 

“Tax Money Paid Out.” 

He said the “federal govern- 
ment was paying out tax money, 
gathered from hard-working peo- 
ple to induce our farmers to plant 
less, put the tenants and croppers 
off the farms, and see them go 
to the cities to be placed on re- 
lief rolls and fed with products 
imported from across the ocean.” 

Talmadge decried Secretary of 
State Hull's trade agreements with 
foreign countries “whereby they 
can ship their products to Ameri- 
can shores practically duty free.” 

The former Governor charged

LABOR PAPER FOR SENATOR GEORGE 

The Journal of Labor, official paper of or- 
ganized labor, published in Atlanta and edited 
by Jerome Jones, this week publishes an edi- 
torial unequivocally stating that Senator Walter 
F George must be returned to the United States 
senate. 

The paper states it does not speak for any 
organization or group of individuals. Believing 
in freedom of the ballot as a fundamental of 
the American system of government, the 
Journal of Labor knows that any voter may 
vote as he, or she, pleases. But, the editorial 
continues, “Our mind is made up; we have 
determined our course. Our vote should be 
cast for Senator George and we do not hesitate 
now to so express ourselves.” 

The editorial speaks in highest terms of 
United States District Attorney Lawrence Camp, 
one of the opponents to Senator George for the 
nomination. Mr. Camp has pitched his own 
campaign upon a platform of complete ap- 
proval of the New Deal. 

“We do not hesitate to say that should he 
go to the United States senate he would repre- 
sent Georgia in the same able and conscientious 
way he has represented the state as district 
attorney,” says the labor paper. 

There is no discounting of the loyalty of 
Camp to the Roosevelt administration which 
has always been strongly supported—and still 
is—by the Journal of Labor. 

There is also recognition, in the editorial, of 
the fact that Senator George has differed with 
the Roosevelt policies on some measures. Yet, 
it is pointed out, even though he disagreed now 
and then, Senator George is one of the ablest 
supporters the President has in congress. He, 
it continues, “is listed with the very few men 
in congress who are making a real contribu- 
tion to the nation’s political progress.” 

Closing with a strong appeal for the re- 
nomination of George, the editorial expresses a 
view of the situation in the Georgia senatorial 
race which must be shared by many voters. 
Few men in Georgia are held in higher esteem 
than Lawrence Camp. Georgians, as a whole, 
are in full sympathy with the broad policies and 
aims of the Roosevelt administration. Yet, like 
Senator George, many voters of this state have 
disagreed with some of the methods proposed 
by the national administration. 

To such people a man such as Senator 
George, who has evidenced beyond argument 
that he thinks for himself and acts according 
to the carefully arrived at beliefs in his own 
mind and heart, has overwhelming appeal. 

Senator George has built for himself in the 
councils of the nation’s highest legislative body 
a reputation and an influence that reflects 
gratifying honor on the state he represents. His 
judgment is always honest and founded upon 
sound logic. His attitude on every issue is fear- 
less and based upon what he believes to be the 
best for his state and his nation. 

As the Journal of Labor says: 

“His return to the senate will mean a con- 
tinuation of that power and influence. It will 
mean the maintenance of one of the strongest 
cogs in the Democratic party machine. It will 
mean the retention of a man whose services 
are going to be needed in Washington during 
the next six years.”

WORLD TRADE 

World trade in the first quarter of 1938 
dropped 12 per cent, the monthly statistics 
bulletin of the League of Nations reveals, after 
having reached at the end of 1937 the same 
level reached in volume in 1929. The loss in the 
one quarter was more in volume than the gain 
during the previous four quarters.

It is to 
this that the land may look with hope through 
the remainder of the year. 


CASH FOR FARMERS 

Dallas, Ga., county seat of Paulding county, 
is operating a marketing plan for farm produce 
with a number of features which are at least 
rare, if not unique. The plan has been made 
possible through the co-operation of the Dallas 
Community Service Club and the merchants of 
the city. 

Details involve co-operation of the leading 
mercantile stores of the city. Any farmer may 
bring produce, in any quantity, to one of these 
stores and receive the current market price for 
his goods. He may take this in cash or, in 
whole or in part, in trade. 

A trucker later picks up all the produce 
from the stores and brings it to Atlanta, to fill 
orders already on hand. Profit on these sales 
reimburses the trucker, hence there is no fee 
for the farmer or merchant to pay. 

The plan is said to be operating with com- 
plete success. At last reports it was putting 
more than $300 a week into circulation in the 
county through the pockets of the farmers. 

Such a step forward in marketing could well 
be copied by other counties. The means of 
getting his produce to the consumer is perhaps 
the most important problem facing the Georgia 
farmer today. Many agencies are working to 
solve that problem. The state, through its 
system of farmer markets in many cities, is 
doing its share. Various agencies of the federal 
government are contributing to the work. 

But, in the final analysis, the greatest help 
the farmer can get in this or other problems 
will come through the co-operation of the busi- 
nessmen and civic leaders in his own com- 
munity, and through his own efforts. Progress 
which is real and lasting always originates with 
the individual chiefly concerned. Help from 
outside sources is welcome and valuable, but at 
best it can only reinforce the self-help efforts 
of the man seeking advancement. 

The Dallas plan is attacking a vital problem 
at its source and could well be copied by mer- 
chants and farmers in other sections of the 
state, 


ITALIAN FINANCE 

Like most of the one-man-governed coun- 
tries of the world, Italy is reticent about giving 
out information as to its financial position. 
Recently published figures coming through 
London, however, indicate the Italian trade 
deficit, according to the latest estimate, is 
5,000,000,000 lira. 

In the first four months of the year Italy’s 
imports from Great Britain increased material- 
ly, coal being the major item. British traders 
express the opinion that Italy will soon find it 
necessary to seek credits, for the reason there is 
a limit to which she.can go in piling up trade 
deficits. Although the dictators talk a great 
deal About the advantages of one-man control 
over the affairs of state, when it comes to mat- 
ters of business, they eventually find it neces- 
sary to adopt the more orthodox trade prac- 
tices. 

According to information received from a 
German source, Rome is counting on getting an 
increase of 35 per cent in revenue through the 
orthodox method of direct taxation in 1938-39 
and 32 per cent increase through indirect taxa- 
tion. About one-third of the total expected 
tax yield, however, is to come from an extrdor- 
dinary capital levy. Thus, it seems, Il Duce 
is being orthodox and unorthodox at the same 
time as regards the nation’s financing.

“Realism.” It was a good word which came 
much into vogue some years ago in English poli- 
tics. It implied: “Let us look facts in the face. 
Let us put aside old catchwords, spurious shibbo- 
leths, stupid prejudices, and get at the kernel of 
the situation.” Thus Unionists who had preached 
war to the death against Irish rebels were told 
to pull themselves together and remember that 
peace and “union” could not be built on blood- 
shed.

record. The immediate neighbor- 
hood about the vacant lot will 
show a reduction in child de- 
linquency. 

The electric chair is a relatively 
Inexpensive piece of furniture, 
costing the state no more than 
what an antique-hunting wife will 
pay for one chair which Marie An- 
toinette once sat in while having 
a cocktail. The noose is cheaper 
still, good hemp being on the in- 
expensive side. 

But it cannot be argued the road 
to the chair or the noose is an in- 
expensive one for the state. 

The cost of our jails and our 
chain gangs and our houses of 
reform run into important money. 
So important indeed, that it is a 
wonder our hard-headed business- 
men have not thought more about 
it and gone at the matter from the 
other end. 


Public recreation would not 
empty the jails, but it would, 
without doubt, work out some 
very substantial and important re- 
sults. We have been rather com- 
placent about it. You may, at most 
any time at all, stir up the people 
with a story about prison reform. 
It is a reform much needed in 
many states. The story of the 
prisoner eating poor meals and 
sleeping in small, poorly ventila- 
ed quarters isn’t a pleasant one. 
Yet very few of our hard-headed 
businessmen have gone into the 
other end of the story.

Our government, happily, is a 
democracy. As part of the demo- 
cratic process, your President is 
again taking an opportunity to. 
report on the progress of nation-— 
al affairs to the real rulers of 
this country—the voting public. 

The 75th congress, elected in 
November, 1936, on a platform 
uncompromisingly liberal, has 
adjourned. Barring unforeseen 
events, there will be no session | 
until the new congress, to be 
elected in November, assembies | 
next January. |

undone. 


MUCH ACHIEVED 
IN PAST CONGRESS 

For example, it refused to} 
provide more businesslike ma- 
chinery for running the execu- 
tive branch of the government. 
The congress also failed to meet 
my suggestion that it take the 
far-reaching steps necessary to 
put the railroads of the country 
back on their feet. 

But, on the other hand, the 
congress, striving to carry out 
the platform on which most of 
them were elected achieved more 
for the future good of the coun- 
try than any congress between 
the end of the World War and 
the spring of 1933. | | 

I mention only the more im-| 
portant of these achievements. 

1. It improved still further our | 
agricultural laws to give the| 
farmer a fairer share of the na- 
tional income, to preserve our, 
soil, to provide an all-weather 
granary, to help the farm tenant 
toward independence, to find new 
uses for farm products, and to 
begin crop insurance.

ADDITIONS MADE 
TO ARMED DEFENSE 


8. Because of increasing arma- 
ments in other nations and an in- 
ternational situation’ which is 
definitely disturbing to all of us, 
the congress has authorized im- 
portant additions to the national 
armed defense of our shores and 
our people.

Another indirect accomplish- 
ment of this congress has been 
its response to the devotion of 
the American people to a course 
of sane consistent liberalism. The 
congress has understood that un- 
der modern conditions govern- 
ment has a continuing responsi- 
bility to meet continuing prob- 
lems, and that government can- 
not make a holiday of a year, a 
month, or even a day just because 
a few people are tired or fright- 
ened by the inescapable pace of 
this modern world in which we 
live, 

Some of my opponents and 
some of my associates have con- 
sidered that I have a mistakenly 
sentimental judgment as to the 
tenacity of purpose and the gen- 
eral level of intelligence of the 
American people. 


I am still convinced that the.

EXECUTIVE ASSAILS 
COPPERHEADS 


Never in our lifetime has such 
a concerted campaign of defeat- 
ism been thrown at the heads of 
the President and senators and 
congressmen as in the case of this 
seventy-fifth congress, Never be- 
fore have we had so many cop- 
perheads—and you will remem- 
ber that it was the copperheads 
who, in the days of the War RBe- 
tween the States, tried their best 
to make Lincoln and his congress 
give up the fight, let the nation 
remain split in two and return 
to peace—peace at any price. 
This congress has ended on the 
side of the people. My faith in 
the American people—and their 
faith in themselves—have been 
justified. I congratulate the con- 
gress and the leadership thereof 
and I congratulate the American 
people on their own staying 
power. 

One word about our economic 
situation. It makes no difference 
to me whether you call it a re- 
cession or a depression. In 1932 
the total national income of al] 
the people in the country had 
reached the low point of $38,000.- 
000,000 in that vear. With each 
succeeding vear it rose. Last vear. 
1937, it had risen to $70,000,000.- 
000—<despite definitely worse 
business and agricultural prices 
in the last four months of last 
year. This year, 1938, while it is 
too early to do more than give 
an estimate, we hope that the na- 
tional income will not fall below 
$60,000,000,000. We remember 
also that banking and business 
and farming are not falling anart 
like the one-hoss shay, as they 


did in the terrible winter of 1932- 


1933. 


ROOSEVELT CITES 
LAST YEAR'S MISTAKES 


Last year mistakes were made 
by the leaders of private enter- 
prise, by the leaders of labor and 


by the leaders of government— 


all three. 


Last year the leaders of pri- 


vate enterprise pleaded for a sud- 
den curtailment of public spend- 
ing, and said they would take up 


the slack. But they made the mis-. 


assuming that industry and la- 
bor would themselves make no 
mistakes—and government made 
a mistake of timing in not pass- 
ing a farm bill or a wage and 
hour bill last year. 


As a result of the lessons of 
all these mistakes we hope that! 


in the future private enterprise 
—capital and labor alike—will 
operate more intelligently to- 
gether, and in greater co-opera- 
tion with their own government 
than they have in the past. Such 
co-operation on the part of both 
of them will be very welcome to 
me. Certainly at this stage there 
should be a united stand on the 
part of both of them to resist 
wage cuts which would further 
reduce purchasing power. 

Today .a great steel company 
announced a reduction in prices 
with a view to stimulating busi- 
ness recovery, and | was grati- 
fied to know that this reduction 
involved no wage cut. Every en- 
couragement should be given to 
industry which accepts a large 
volume-high wage policy. 

If this is done, it ought to re- 
sult in conditions which will re- 
place a great part of the gov- 
ernment spending which the fail- 
ure of co-operation made neces- 
sary this year. 

From March 4, 1933, down, not 
a single week has passed with- 


out a cry from the opposition “to 


do something, to say something, 
to restore confidence.” There is 
a very articulate group of people 
in this country, with plenty of 
ability to procure publicity for 
their views, who have consistent- 
ly refused to co-operate with the 
mass of the people, whether 
things were going well or going 
badly, on the ground that they 
required more concessions to 
their point of view before they 
would admit having what they 
called “confidence.” 

These people demanded “resto- 
ration of confidence’ when the 
banks were closed—and again 
when the banks were reopened. 

They demanded “restoration of 
conficence” when hungry people 
were thronging the streets—and 
again when the hungry people 
were fed and put to work. 

They demanded “restoration of 
confidence” when drouths 
the country—and again now 
when our fields are laden with 
bounteous yields and excessive 
crops. 

They demanded

the automobile industry was run- 
ning three shifts and turning out 
more cars than the country could 
buy—and again this year when 
the industry is trying to get rid 
of an automobile surplus and has 
shut down its re- 
sult.

In the coming primaries in all 
parties, there will be many 
clashes between two schools of 
thought, generally classified as 
liberal and conservative. Rough- 
ly speaking, the liberal school of 
thought recognizes that the new 


conditions throughout the world 


call for new remedies. 

Those of us in America who 
hold to this school of thought, 
insist that these new remedies 
can be adopted and successfully 
maintained in this country under 
our present form of government 


if we use government as an in-| 
strument of co-operation to pro- | 
We believe | 


vide these remedies. 
that we can solve our problems 
through continuing effort, 
through democratic processes in- 
stead of Fascism or Communism. 
We are opposed to the kind of 
moratorium on reform which, in 
effect, is reaction itself. 

Be it clearly understood, how- 
evér, that when I use the word 
“liberal,” I mean the believer in 
progressive principles of demo- 
cratic, representative govern- 
ment and not the wild man who, 
in effect, leans in the direction 
of Communism, for that is just 
as dangerous as Fascism. 

The opposing or conservative 
school of thought, as a general 
proposition, does not recognize 
the need for government itself 
to step in and take action to 
meet these new problems. It be- 
lieves that individual initiative 
and private philanthropy. will 
solve them—that we ought 
repeal many of the things 
have done and go back, for in- 
stance, to the old gold standard 
or stop all this business of old- 
age pensions and unemployment, 
insurance, or repeal the securi- 
ties and exchange act, or let) 
monopolies thrive unchecked— | 
return, in effect, to the kind of 
government we had in the twen- 
ties, 

Assuming the mental capacity 
of all the candidates, the impor- 
tant question which it seems to 
me the primary voter must ask 
is this: “To which of these gen-| 
eral schools of thought does the 
candidate belong?” 


As President of the 
States, I am not asking the vot- 
ers of the country to vote for 
Democrats next November as op- 
posed to Republicans or mem- 
bers of any other party. Nor am 
I, as President, taking part in 
Democratic primaries. 


As the head of the Democratic 
party, however, charged with 
the responsibility of carrying out 
the definitely liberal declaration 
of principles set forth in the 1936 
Democratic platform, I feel that 
I have every right to speak in 
those few instances where there 
may be a clear issue between 
candidates for a Democratic 
nomination involving these prin- 
ciples, or involving a clear mis- 
use of my own name. 

Do not misunderstand me. I 
certainly would not indicate a 
preference in a state primary 
merely because a candidate, oth- 
erwise liberal in outlook, had 
conscientiously differed me 
on any single issue. I should be 
far more concerned about the 
general attitude of a candidate 
toward present-day problems and 
his own inward desire to get 
practical needs attended to in a 
practical way. We all know that 
progress may be blocked by out- 
spoken reactionaries and also by 
those who say “yes” to a pro- 
gressive objective, but who al- 
ways find some reason to op- 
pose any specific proposal to 
gain that objective. I call that 
type of candidate a “yes, but” 
fellow. 

And I am concerned about the 
attitude of a candidate or his 
sponsors with respect to the 
rights of American citizens to 
assemble peaceably and to ex- 
press publicly their views and 
opinions on important social and 
economic issues. There can be 
no constitutional democracy in 
any community which denies to 
the individual his freedom to 
speak and worship as he wishes. 
The American people will not be 
deceived by anyone who attempts 
to suppress individual liberty 
under the pretense of patriotism. 

This being a free country with 
freedom of expression—especial- 
ly with freedom of the press— 
there will be a lot of mean blows 
struck between now and election 
day. By “blows” I mean misrep- 
resentation, personal attack and 
appeals to prejudice. It would be 
a lot better, of course, if cam- 
paigns everywhere could be 
waged with arguments instead of 
blows. 

I hope the liberal candidates 
will confine themselves to argu- 
ment and not resort to blows. In

I imagine that her idea is to try to revive the 
type of adoption committees which were preva- 
lent during the World War. Many of us corre- 

sponded with children in France to whom money 
was sent regularly every month for food, cloth- 
ing and education, until they were able to look 
after themselves. Whether that can be done 
again in a country which is not actually at war, 
I don’t know. 

When children suffer in any nation, however, 
it does seem to me that there should be a willing 
answer to any appeal for help. We must have 
reached the stage in civilization where those of j 
us who are not actually purticipating in a war 
can give something toward the help of needy children. 

Of course, all I’ve heard for the last few days is “the fight.” 
So, though I was working on a manuscript last night, when 10 
o'clock came I turned on the radio. Lo and behold, much noise 
and excitement and then, puff, and it was all over in two minutes. 

Much money came into New York and it was probably good for 
business in general—people traveled from many parts of the coun- 
try, restaurants, hotels, taxicabs—oh, the ramifications of the way 
money is spent when an event of this kind occurs are infinite. So 
it is helpful, but I think a good many people must have felt their 
entertainment was rather short. 

Joe Louis is a great fighter; there seems to be no one left for 
him to fight. We congratulate him and hope that he has some wise 
member of his family who takes his money and puts it away, so 
that when he no longer has any opponents, he will be able to do 
something else to make life interesting and pleasant. 

I'm always sorry for the man who is beaten or the team which 
loses. Much effort has gone into training and preparation and it 
must be such a terrible let-down. I've never seen a fight and 
probably never shall, but every time I see a crew race or a foot- 
ball game, 1 grieve over the boys who are beaten and slump in 
their boat, or the team that has to go off the field cheering the 


victors when you know their hearts are filled with despair.

BRIDGE 10 PULASKI 
WILL BE DEDICATED 


Well Preserved War Be- 
tween the States Fort 
Gets $100,000 Span. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The 
dedication on July 4 of the new 
$100,000 bridge linking the Geor- 
gia mainland with Cockspur 
island, on the Savannah river, will 
mark the beginning of easy access 
to Fort Pulaski, one of the most 
famous and picturesque of south- 
ern defense posts, the National 
rae Service announced here to- 

ay. 

During the years 1829-30, Major 
Samuel Babcock wes in charge of 
the preliminary survey work on 
the fort and was assisted in this 
project by Lieutenant Robert E. 
Lee, who later became the famous 
Confederate general. Construction 
of the fort was under the manage- 


ment of Lieutenant Joseph Mans- 
field, 


Well Preserved. 

The fort is in excellent state of 
preservation, the original brick 
walls having suffered little from 
the ravages of time. Military en- 
gineers consider it an example of 
the highest development in brick 
masonry harbor fortifications. 
When completed it formed an in- 
tegral part of this country’s sys- 
tem of coastal defense and was 
considered by military authorities 
to be impregnable against any 
form of naval or land attack. 

Cockspur island, on which the 
fort is located, has an historical 
interest covering a period of more 
than 200 years. There have been 
three forts there: Fort George, 
from 1761 to 1776; Fort Green, 
1783 to 1804, and Fort Pulaski 
from 1829. 

At the outbreak of the War Be- 
tween the States, the fort was not 
garrisoned, and on January 3, 
1861, before formal hostilties, it 
was occupied without opposition 
by Georgia troops. Georgia had 
not yet seceded from the Union. 
The onfederates held Fort Pulaski 


for 15 months, when after a siege | 


culminating in a 30-hour bombard- 
ment it capitulated, iemonstrating 
for the first time in history the 
vulnerability of isolated masonry 
forts under the new 
cannon invented in the late 1850s. 
End Era of Brick. 
Its fall marked the end of the 


era of brick and masonry defenses | 


in this country. 

Prior to the completion of the 
new bridge the only access to the 
fort was by small 
launches. 


The bridge is butit on a pile 


trestle of specially treated timber 
with concrete decks and is 1,400 
feet long. It spans the Savannah 
river 12 miles east of the city of 
Savannah, and connects Cockspur 
island with U. S. Route 80. 
Today, Fort Pulaski national 
monument, covering Cockspur is- 
land. is a bird sanctuary. Herons 
are to be found on the island.
